Incomplete statistics covering only 
two-fifths of the population of the 
United States show a death rate of 16.2 
for each thousand for the year 1905. 
A comparison with the death rates of 
a number of years falls to reveal any 
improvement, but rather Indicates 
retrogression. Tuberculosis, pneumonia 
and cancer rank as the leading causes 
of disease, and the last-named disease 
claims more and more victims. The fig- 
ares do not make a pleasant impression, 
but it is well to bear in mind that the 
question of health, sanitation, hygiene, 
individual and social, were never more 
|earnestly studied than now, and that 
within the last year or two much ‘has 
been done to insure a diminution of 
the death rate in the near future. Very 
likely even the statistics for 1906 will 
| contain gratifylng evidence of the bene- 
| ficial effects of this activity, but, at 
any rate, the years to come are certain 
to bear testimony to the value of the 
work, theological and practical, lay and 
| sclentific, that is being done In combat- 
Ing disease. Research and Investiga- 
tion, more liberally endowed, are grad- 
ually solving the problems of diseases 
that have been as baffling as they are 
menacing and fatal. On the other hand. 
the duty and practicability of prevent- 
ing disease by establishing and main- 
taining healthy conditions are more and 
more keenly realized. Tuberculosis, lh 
is now understood, Is a “social disease,” 
and a successful campaign against !t 
Involves attacks on sweatshops, filth) 
tenements, dark and overcrowded base 
ments and “alcoves” and insanitary 
factories. The gospel of plenty of pure 
air Is preached more vigorously than 
ever, and as one result we have cru 
sades against smoke and dust from 
quarters which have taken little {nter- 
est in financial and commercial or 
aesthetic objections to the smoke nul 
sance. Exercise, moderation, temper 
ance and legislation In various direc 
tions safeguarding the health of wome: 
and minors In the mills and factorie> 
cannot but contribute powerfully to tl» 
physical welfare of the people. The 
lesson of the mortality statistics fs the 
aeed of even greater attention to bealt! 
and stricter enforcement of all laws 
directly or indirectly tending to pro 
tect It 





Influenza.—A simple treatment Is to 
take twelve drops of cinnamon oj] and 
repeat the dose {n an hour. Two hours 
afterward take ten drops and repeat 
every two hours until the temperature 
falls to normal or even a little below. 
Ten drops of the oll should be taken 
three tlmes a day for a day or ao, this 
ending the treatment. Take the ol! 
{n about a wineglassful of water each 
time. However, it should not be for- 
gotten that a stiff case of grip de 
mands the attention of a doctor, 

Pneumonta.—Half the drugs known 
to materia medica have been used for 
pneumonia. Years ago patients were 
bled. Then came an era of counter-ir- 
ritation, which was followed by one of 
antipyretics. Quinine gave way to 
aconite, which In turn was desplaced 
by whisky, strychnine, digitalis and ice 
packs. Today, the more advanced 
physicians let nature combat the 
disease. All they do to help !s to keep 
the patient clean and comfortable and 
give plenty of nourishment and fresh 
air, The use of drugs is well-nigh 
abandoned and the body fights Its bat- 
tle alone. 

Rheumatism.—Hod soda baths are 
recommended for rheumatism, and the 
way they are taken Is this: Fill a tub 
half full of water as hot as can be 
borne, and half a pound of common 
baking soda and immerse the body for 
at least twenty minutes, keeping up 
the temperature by the addition of hot 
water from time to time.

Alaska’s ideal government, of 
which Gov. Hoggatt is so proud, 
says the Seward Gateway, does not 
appeal to Gen, Greely, who has 
traveled over the territory a great 
deal more than the governor, Gen, 
Greely stigmatizes the present sys- 
tem of federal rule in Alaska as 
“bad,” which isa term so simple 
that even children and congress- 
men can understand it.

The government which 
bas squandered hundreds of mil-| 
lions upon coffee-colored barbari-| 
ans and which pays large annui- 
ties to squalid Indians upon reser- 
vations, gives not a penny to aid} 
unfortunate white citizens in Alas- 
ka.

The prey of 
the seal hunters, however, is of 
enough value to tempt them to 
brave the rigors and dangers, for 
the fur seal which is their quest is 
of especial value.

The Arctic current which sweeps | 
southward through the ocean along | 
the coasts of Labrador and New- 
foundland carries with it a variety 
of animal life, being one of the|

|low temperature of the waters, and 
the fact that for such a large por- 
tion of the year great masses of ice 
|drift upon them, ranging from the 
iglacial berg to the floe, render the 
Arctic current a fit habitat not on- 
ly for many varieties of fish, but 
for the seal referred to. The ice 
floes form the cradle of the young, 
| where they are cared for by the 
| mothers during the first few weeks 
of their existence. The fine pelt 
which forms the coat of these young 
seals is especially prized by the 
| seal hunters, for the reason haan it 
lean be manufactured into leather| 
which is utitilized extensively for} 
{making trunks, boots, as val as) 
|book bindings. The oil referred to 
}commands a high price, being used 
|for illumination, for lubrication, 
land for the manufacture of toilet 
soaps.—Ncientific American.
